Stony Brook Southampton Expands 
Speech-Language Pathology Program

Stony Brook Southampton’s newly expanded high- 
tech facilities for its speech-language pathology (SLP) 
master’s degree program debuted just in time for the 
fall 2021 semester to help meet growing demand for 
such services on the East End. 

The new larger facility at the School of Health 
Technology and Management (SHTM) includes class- 
rooms, labs and a control room, with the latest tech- 
nology for SLP education such as simulation training 
and video-conferencing capacities. 

“The addition of the SLP program complements 
our already strong educational programming in the 
areas of the health professions,” Stacy Jaffee Gropack, 
dean of the SHTM, said following the September 17 
ribbon-cutting ceremony. “The SLP program adds 
to our nationally ranked occupational and physical 
therapy programs, rounding out programs related to 


rehabilitation, which are unique and much needed on 
the East End of Long Island.” 

SLP helps optimize speech rehabilitation and clini- 
cal care for patients with stroke, neurological dis- 
eases, post-COVID issues, children with autism and 
mental disorders, and individuals learning English 
as a second language. Careers in SLP are in settings 
such as hospitals, rehabilitation centers, long-term 


care facilities, schools, agencies and private practices. 


The profession has an expected job growth rate of 
21% to 2024, according to the U.S. Bureau of Labor. 
There is a bilingual component of the program that 
is crucial, as recent U.S. Census data show that 22% 
of Suffolk County households speak a language other 
than English. 

“These facilities will support student learning and 
success in both telehealth and interprofessional team 
practice,” said Renee Fabus, PhD, chair of the SLP 
Program. —

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Southampton 
Village Opts Out 
of Legal Pot Sales

The Village of Southampton voted to opt 
out of allowing sales of newly legalized rec- 
reational marijuana at pot shops and on-site 
consumption at cannabis cafes within the 
village’s borders. 

The village board of trustees unanimously 
approved the opt-out legislation at its Sep- 
tember 9 meeting following a public hearing 

on the issue. 

“We've seen a few other villages opt out, 
so we would not be the first to do so,” said 
Southampton Village Mayor Jesse Warren, 
who questioned how much the tax revenue 
from legal weed sales would add to village 
coffers. 

“New York State legalized recreational 
marijuana possession and consumption in 
March, but towns and villages have until 
December 31 to decide whether to opt out 
of allowing sales or on-site consumption in 
their communities. But since the neighbor- 
ing Shinnecock Indian Nation announced 
plans to open a dispensary in Southampton 
this year, and the tribe is not bound by town 
laws, some, especially Town of Southampton 
leaders, have questioned whether opting out 
would be effective. 

The Town of Shelter Island passed a mea- 
sure in May opting out of sales and on-site 
consumption of marijuana. The Riverhead 
Town Board voted down an opt-out proposal 
in June. Other villages and towns across the 
East End are debating whether to opt out as 
well. 

The state law allows residents of localities 
that opt out a chance to petition for a referen- 
dum giving voters a chance to decide wheth- 
er to opt back in. Municipalities that opt out 
now can also vote to opt back in on their own 
at a later date.

Zeldin Reveals He 
Had Cancer, Is in 
Remission

U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), the GOP guber- 
natorial frontrunner whose congressional district 
covers the East End, was diagnosed last fall with 
cancer that is now in remission, the congressman 
confirmed September 18. 

He was diagnosed in November with early stage 
chronic myeloid leukemia (CML), for which his 
treatment had no side effects, and is now in remis- 
sion, he said in a statement. He reportedly first 
disclosed the diagnosis at an Ontario County GOP 
dinner, multiple news outlets reported. 

“Over the last nine months, I have achieved com- 
plete remission, am expected to live a normal life, 
and my doctor says I currently have no evidence of 
this disease in my system,” Zeldin said in a state- 
ment. “My health is phenomenal and I continue to 
operate at 110%. At no point have I slowed down at 
all and my lowest gear is always all in.” 

In 2018, there were an estimated 61,698 people 
living with chronic myeloid leukemia — a cancer of 
the blood and bone marrow — in the United States, 
according the U.S. Department of Health and Hu- 
man Services. CML makes up 2% of all cancers and 
has a 70% five-year survival rate, according to the 
agency. 

Zeldin, who has been traveling across the’state to 
build support for his campaign since announcing 
his run for governor earlier this year, gained nation- 
al exposure for being among the most prominent 
defenders of former President Donald Trump dur- 
ing Trump’s two impeachment proceedings. Before 
being elected to Congress in 2014, he served in the 
New York State Senate and in the Iraq War. 

The congressman is challenging in the 2022 elec- 
tion Democratic Gov. Kathy Hochul, the former 
lieutenant governor from Buffalo who took over the

state’s top job last month after her predecessor and 
former running mate, Andrew Cuomo, resigned 
amid an impeachment inquiry into his alleged sex- 
ual harassment of several women. 

Despite Zeldin earning presumptive nominee 
status, he could still face a primary from fellow gu- 
bernatorial hopefuls Andrew Giuliani, former New 
York City Mayor Rudy Giuliani’s son, and ex-West- 
chester County Executive Rob Astorino, among 
others. 

Should his frontrunner status hold, Zeldin will 
likely forgo re-election to Congress next year, leav- 
ing a vacant seat for who will represent the Hamp- 
tons and the North Fork in the House of Represen- 
tatives. Democratic candidates have already been 
lining up in that race, with Suffolk County Legis- 
lator Kara Hahn (D-Setauket) recently throwing 
her hat in the ring after Suffolk County Legislator 
Bridget Fleming (D-Noyac) announced her second 
run at the seat. 


Riverhead Woman

A 42-year-old Riverhead woman was the second 
person to die of injuries suffered when an alleged 
drunken driver crashed an SUV into the victims’ 
car, Suffolk County police said. 

Lisa Hynds was a passenger in a Toyota Yaris that 
hit the median on Sunrise Highway in Sayville, then 
struck the right-lane guardrail before becoming 
disabled sideways in the center lane before a Jeep 


Liberty crashed into the car near Exit 50 at 12:25 
a.m. September 8, police said. 

Hynds had stepped out of the Yaris moments be- 
fore the SUV struck the car, causing the disabled ve- 
hicle to hit the victim, police said. She was initially 
airlifted to Stony Brook University Hospital in criti- 
cal condition. The driver of the Yaris, 46-year-old 
Miguel Berdecia of Central Islip, was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

The driver of the SUV, 37-year-old Daniel Lazzaro 
of Centereach, was taken to Long Island Communi- 
ty Hospital in East Patchogue for treatment of non- 
life-threatening injuries and charged with driving 
while intoxicated. His bail was set at $200,000 cash 
or $100,000 bond following his arraignment. He’s 
due back in court October 19.

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Chopping Down a Tree

s you drive through the 

woods along narrow 
roads in the Hamptons, you 
sometimes see rectangular 
parcels of recently cleared foli- 
age where everything, including 
the tallest and oldest trees, has been piled up into 
mounds along the sides of the parcel awaiting the 
arrival of trucks to haul it all away. A future home 
will arise on all this scraped-clean property. And all 
this waste is just in the way. 

It is a jarring sight, almost criminal to see. Some- 
times dozens of tree stumps remain, tombstones 
in a vegetation graveyard. They are awaiting the 
stump removal people. 

Are people breaking the law doing this? Are the 
towns and villages out here protecting this natural 
vegetation and the creatures living in it? Are there 
fines to be paid or new trees to be planted in place of 
those they chopped down? 

Well, some have laws that do that and some don't. 
Turns out it depends on which jurisdiction you are 
in. 

At the end of this article I will give a summary 
of the laws in these different communities. But in 
this article, I will compare East Hampton Town and 
Southampton Town, the two biggest incorporated 
entities on the East End. I have just learned that 
East Hampton has restrictions, and has had them 
for years. Southampton Town, which lies adjacent, 
separated from East Hampton by a white line down 
the center of Town Line Road, has no restrictions. 
Never has. Chainsaw away. 

As any good reporter would, I decided upon learn- 
ing of this difference to drive down Town Line Road 
with a tape recorder to talk to a tree on the South- 
ampton side. How does it feel about this? There is a 
particular elm I know of about a quarter-mile south 
of the Montauk Highway on Town Line. 

I parked, got a folding chair from the trunk, set it 
up and sat facing the elm, my back to the road. 

“You know you are not protected here,” I said, 
turning my tape recorder on. “The people with their 
chainsaws could come any time and do you in.” 

“I certainly do know about that,” the elm replied. 

“There’s another elm, just across the road, maybe 
60 feet away. Safe. How do you feel about that?” 

“That’s one of my children,” the tree said. “I have 
hundreds of children over there in East Hampton. 
My pollen follows the prevailing winds, which blow 
from west to east. This one is age 30. I am proud of 
my many children.” 


“Ever think of getting yourself moved to that side 
of the street? It could be done.” 

The tree hesitated to answer, but then agreed to 
do so, so long as I would not put his name in the 
paper. I agreed. 

“I’ve thought about it,” he said. “But I’m happy 
just to look at my family across the way. It’s all I 
need. Nothing more.” 

“The landscapers could dig you up, put your roots 
in a burlap sack with fertilizer, lay you down on a 
flatbed truck, hs you over, and replant you. It’s 
such a short way.” 

“I know. But look, I’ve lived a long time here. I’m 
not going to undergo this humiliation.” 

“How old are you?” . 

“go.” 

“But youd be safe on the other side.” 

“Are any of us really safe? Even on the safe side? 


‘I could live to be 190, or to the day after tomorrow. 


Things happen. Hurricanes. Floods. Elm blight. 
There's no guarantee.” 

“If I were you, I think I'd do anything to live a full 
life,” I said. 

“How old are you?” the tree asked. “Well, never 
mind. Most humans live into their 80s. So whatever 
it is, you don’t have long to go. I’ve seen you folks 
come and go. And I’m more than 80 now with plenty 
of time in front of me. If I’m lucky.” 

“So you'll just ride with it.” 

“Yes. When my time is up, I’ll be ready. I’ oT be 
meeting my maker.” 

“So we have a philosophical difference.” 

“Yes, we do. Don’t you believe there is a God? 
Someone who made you?” 


“If I were you and could move to East Hampton, 


I'd jump at the chance,” I said. 

“If God wants that I meet him, they can cut me 
down and count my rings, that’s okay. I’ve followed 
the Ten Commandments. It’s a life well lived. What’s 
so great about East Hampton anyway? Some of my 
kids, and they have kids, say it’s a the best place 
anyway. They rather be with me.” 

“What do you tell them?” 

“I tell them the grass is always greener on the 
other side.” 

“This interview isn’t getting us anywhere.” 

“Well, look up.” 

“God isin his heaven?” __ 

“Not that far up. Up in my branches. I’ve got squir- 
rels and beetles, butterflies and bees, birds’ nests, 
eggs and chicks and snakes that slither in and out. 
And you want me to consider this big project just to 
go to East Hampton?” 

“Just looking for a story.”

“You want me to form committees, have every- 
body, squirrels, snakes, everybody, vote on whether 
to move or not. I think not.” 

“Tt’s okay.” 

“It’s a great responsibility, what I do.” 

And that was the end of the interview. 

East Hampton has had a Vegetation Protection 
Ordinance in place since 2004. It gives maximum 
tree removal allowances for different size proper- 
ties. A lot under 11,000 square feet — a quarter-acre 
— gets a greater percentage that can be cleared than 
a lot of 250,000 square feet. No parcel can clear 
more than 30,000 square feet without showing 
a special need. In North Haven, lots up to 15,000 
square feet may clear 85% of a parcel. Bigger only 
gets to clear 65%. Westhampton Beach forbids the 
removal of any tree from any property bigger than a 
half-acre without getting approval that shows need. 
Southampton Village has laws protecting trees on 
public property but not private property. 

Note where you want to build. Learn the rules in 
that community when thinking about taking down 
trees. You can avoid a fine and an order to replant if 
you do go by the rules. 

And of course, consult your trees.

East Hampton Eyes Options After Losing Truck Beach Appeal

N ew York State’s highest court buried the Town 
of East Hampton’s bid to overturn a ruling that 
Truck Beach in Amagansett is private property, but 
the fight appears to be far from over. 

The state Court of Appeals denied on September 
15 the town’s motion to hear an appeal of a lawsuit 
the town lost when an earlier appeals ruling found 
that the public is not allowed to drive on the beach 
in front of a group of oceanfront property owners’ 
homes. 

“It puts it to bed,” said Stephen Angel, an attor- 
ney with the Riverhead-based law firm of Esseks, 
Hefter, Angel, Di Talia & Pasca LLP, who represents 
the plaintiffs. “There’s no further place to go.” 

The town, however, has said that it plans to ex- 
plore condemning the 4,000-foot stretch of beach 
west of Hither Hills State Park under eminent do- 
main, the legal process in which the government 
can seize land for public use. 


“The ability for all members of the public to ac- 
cess and use our beaches is a fundamental right for 
East Hampton’s residents, one that must be protect- 
ed and maintained,” said East Hampton Town Su- 
pervisor Peter Van Scoyoc. “I will continue to work 
with the board and with our attorneys to safeguard 
this tradition, and to fight against the precedent of 
privatization of any part of our shore.” 

After four homeowners associations filed a law- 
suit claiming that Truck Beach was private in 2009, 
based on an 1882 land sale by the Town Trustees 
to Arthur Benson, and that ownership was included 
in subsequent property deeds, the state Supreme 
Court rejected the argument in 2016. But the Ap- 
pellate Division, Second Judicial Department re- 
versed that ruling in February, barring off-roaders 
from driving on the shore. And in refusing to hear 
the case, the state Court of Appeals in effect agreed 
with that ruling. 

Kevin McAllister, the founding president of the 
Sag Harbor-based environmental advocacy group 


Defend H20, is concerned about the precedent that 
the ruling sets. 

“The privatization of the public’s beaches is upon 
us and becoming more intense with a rising sea,” 
he said. “Land grabs of public right-of-ways, fences, 
signs and insidious beach armoring: the incremen- 
tal loss of the public trust. East Hampton is not lay- 
ing down on this incursion ... may others follow suit 
with defending. Our coastal lifestyle as we know it 
hangs in the balance.” 

If the town follows through on its threat to con- 
demn the land, the value of 34 of a mile worth of 
oceanfront beach in Napeague “could be astronomi- 
cal,” Angel warns, estimating it could be valued at 
up to a half-billion dollars. He also cautioned that if 
the homeowners object to the appraised value of the 
beach, they could take the town to court and have a 
judge decide — and there would be no giving it back 
if the town didn’t like the judge’s number. 

“It’s a real throw of the dice,” Angel said. 

If the town succeeded, it would have to pay for 
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the oceanfront property out of its own coffers, as 
the Community Preservation Fund, an open space 
acquisition program fed by a 2% real estate transfer 
- tax, cannot be used for condemnations. 

“The CPF law expressly prohibits its use for con- 
demnation of land,” state Assemblyman Fred Thiele 
Jr. (I-Sag Harbor), who oversees the program, has 
told Dan’s Papers. “Another source of funds would be 
needed.” 

Meanwhile the fishermen who've been plying the 
contested waters intend on fighting for their tradition 
that dates back three centuries to Colonial times. Crit- 
ics drove 40 trucks on the beach in June to protest the 
ruling and an ensuing injunction that barred them 
from doing so, and they are now prepared to go to jail 
over the issue. 

“We're not going away and if we have to go down 
there every single weekend to make that point, we'll 


do that,” said Dan Rodgers, a Southampton-based 
attorney who represents a group of commercial fish- 
ermen who are affected by the decision. “And if the 
homeowners have the courage to stand up and file a 
trespassing complaint ... we'll go off in handcuffs; my 
clients will go off to jail and we'll fight this out in court. 
They’re willing to do that.” 

Rodgers argued that the 1882 deed transfer carved 
out an easement — a legal right of way — that allows 
the public to continue fishing from the oceanfront. 
The sticking point appears to be driving on the beach. 
But Rodgers notes that in 1882, the fishermen were 
allowed to use wheeled carts to haul off their harvest 
from the surf. Cars hadn’t been invented yet, but mod- 
ern-day commercial fishermen who work the shores 
use pickup trucks to launch dories into the surf. 

“The homeowners are arguing, ‘But you can’t go 
down there with motorized vehicles,” Rodgers said.

“My clients, the baymen, the only way that they can 
fish is with trucks. ... They have these pickup trucks 
and they have dories that they carry on trailers and 
they launch them into the surf. It’s pretty dramatic 
to watch ... and then they row or they use an engine 
and they go out into the surf with a big net, circle 
it around and then pull it back in again. The whole 
idea that people can go down there and fish with 
a pole and a bucket but they can’t go down there 
with trucks and trailers is nonsense. If my clients 
are prohibited from going down there with trucks 
to fish, they wont be able to fish ... it’s the only way 
they can fish.” 

He refers back to the wheeled carts used in 1882. 

“Imagine a whale landing on the beach,” Rodgers 
said. “Do you really think they carved that whale up 
and hand carried it home? They used wheeled carts. 
The reason that they didn’t say motorized vehicles 
is because they couldn’t contemplate it at that time 
because they didn’t exist.” 

Of course, not everyone who drives on the beach 
is a commercial fisherman. Many of those who held 
town permits to drive on the shore were families out 
for a day of fun in the sun, not to make a living. The 
commercial fishermen are collateral damage in the 
fight over this stretch of oceanfront. 

Angel maintains that the fishermen have no right 
to drive on the beach. But Rodgers dared the home- 
owners to file a trespassing complaint against the 
fishermen who drive on the beach anyway in what 
the attorney said could be the next court battle in 
the decades-long saga. 

“They’re absolutely not going away under any cir- 
cumstances,” Rodgers continued. “They’re going to 
continue to do what they have done for hundreds of 
years.” 
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What’s at Stake if East Hampton Airport Closes 


EAST HAMPTON AIRPORT

E ately, it seems like everyone is 
talking about the fate of East 
Hampton Airport (HTO). The anti- 
airport activists are busy spreading 
misinformation about an environmen- 
tal armageddon and around-the-clock 
noise. As the Town of East Hampton 
begins its re-envisioning process, it is 
important to understand the facts and 
what is at stake. 

Almost 20 years ago, the East 
Hampton. Airport accepted federal 
funds which, in turn, required the 
airport remain open until the end 
of September 2021. Like everything 
in the Hamptons, air traffic has in- 
créased over the years, In response to 
legitimate concerns about noise from 
aircraft serving East Hampton, the 
aviation community has worked with 
the Town of East Hampton and its 
residents to develop routes intended 
to limit the impact of noise; develop 
“Fly Neighborly” initiatives; and com- 
mitted to a “Pilot Pledge.” 


As Newsday reported, more than 
40% of noise complaints come from 
just 10 households. A small but vo- 
cal minority cannot be permitted to 
dictate policy for thousands of people 
dependent upon HTO. The coopera- 
tion with all of the voluntary mea- 
sures has been unprecedented, and 
demonstrates what is possible when 
well-meaning stakeholders work to- 
gether for the shared interests of the 
community. 

East Hampton Airport serves not 
only as a means to travel efficiently 
in and out of the Hamptons, it is a 
major economic driver and provider 
of emergency services. According to 
a leading Cambridge economist (in a 
report from Boston-based economic 
analysis firm EBP, commissioned by 
the East Hampton Community Al- 
liance), the East Hampton Airport 
produces over $77 million annu- 
ally to the local economy and creates 
over 800 local jobs. 

HTO provides safe landing for 
countless medevac flights and 


flights providing critical transport 
to residents seeking life-saving 
treatments, like chemotherapy, in 
New York City. Weeks ago, as Long 
Island was preparing for Hurricane 
Henri, the East Hampton Airport 
served as a staging area for emer- 
gency vehicles and critical support. 
During this time of unprecedented 
economic and health uncertainty, 
it would be short-sighted to shutter 
the airport just to placate a small 
group of people. While most Ameri- 
cans on both sides of the aisle favor 
infrastructure spending, some in 
East Hampton are moving toward 
the horse and buggy by insisting on 
dismantling an irreplaceable asset. 
We also need to assess the poten- 
tial impact that the potential closure 
of the East Hampton Airport would 
have on surrounding communities 
like Montauk. Groups such as Mon- 
tauk United are increasingly ringing 
the alarm bell over the fact that the 
majority of East Hampton flights 
would be diverted to Montauk. East

‘Hampton simply cannot “solve” its 


problem by pushing flights to neigh- 
boring airports. 

In fact, most flights that would 
continue to fly over East Hampton 
on their way to Montauk would no 
longer be bound by any voluntary 
commitments to “fly neighborly.” 
As these flights divert to surround- 
ing airports and passengers take 
longer car rides to reach their final 
destinations, car traffic would also 
increase. 

I call on Supervisor Van Scoyoc and 
members of the town board to listen to 
ALL members of the community. The 
overwhelming majority of East Hamp- 
ton residents are looking for reason- 
able solutions to preserve HTO. 

With the upcoming election, 
it would serve you well to show 
leadership as you navigate’ how to 
continue to provide reliable trans- 
portation options, economic oppor- 
tunity and lifesaving medical ser- 
vices for our community.

A 275-year-old home, once 
the clubhouse for the 


Riding Club of East Hampton 
where a young Jacqueline Bou- 
vier learned to ride, has a new 
owner. 

The sale of the property at 
9 Cross Highway closed on 
September 2. It was listed 
with Dawn Watson and Enzo 
Morabito of Douglas Elliman. 
While we don’t know exactly 
what it sold for just yet, the last 
ask was $1.749 million. 

Designer Jackie Astier is the 
buyer. 

Kathleen Zappola and Scott 
Strough of Compass represent- 
ed the buyer. “I’m so happy that 
the property is going from one 
fashionable Jackie to another, so to 
speak,” Zappola says. “She and I have 
been looking for the perfect gem for 
some time and are so thrilled to have 
found it.” 

The property comes with a rare 
opportunity to have two houses on 
one lot. The Cape Cod farmhouse, 
which dates to 1745, led to 9 Cross

Highway being one of about a dozen 
properties to receive a special his- 
toric landmark designation from 
East Hampton Town in 2017. Aimed 
at preventing 18th and 19th century 
homes from being replaced, the spe- 


cial designation allows the owners 
of these properties to build a second 
home for a combined square footage 
of 5,000 square feet between the two 
homes. 

Astier says she plans “to restore the 
charming gem and keep as many of 
the original historic features as pos- 
sible.” She is working with architect 
Markus Dochantschi of studioMDA 
“to create twin building additions 
that pay homage to the original barn 
while adding more modern living 
spaces, all while respecting the scale 
and design...” 

Known as the Abraham Baker 
House, the home was converted into 
a clubhouse for the Riding Club in 
1924. The future Jackie Kennedy 
Onassis rode on the grounds and 
went on to become a competitive 
equestrienne. It is not far from Wild- 
moor, the home the former First Lady 
spent summers in as a child and that 
belonged to her grandfather, John 
Vernou Bouvier Jr. 

“Of course, the aesthetics of the 
shingle house is synonymous with 
what we think of today as classic 
Hamptons style,” says Watson, who 


spent quite a bit of time on the prop- 
erty since listing it in January for 
$1.995 million. 

“But for me, that wooden shingled 
roof is everything! Other things that 
really speak to the time and archi- 


- tectural significance of the house are 


the two fireplaces, around which the 
house is anchored, the original wide- 
plank pumpkin pine floors and some 
seriously old glass that’s still left in a 
few of the windows,” she says. “It’s a 
really special home; and I can’t wait 
to see how the new owner will restore 
and revitalize it.” 

The house was turned back into a 
residence in 1943 when the Riding 
Club was sold.

While the property straddles the 
village and town lines, the south- 
of-the-highway home has an East 
Hampton Village address and is lo- 
cated just down the street from Two 
Mile Hollow Beach. It backs up to the 
village estate section. 

The property was originally listed 
at $2.29 million in early 2020.

‘Bialsky knocked down a building, of- 
ten referred to as “the white house,” once 
owned by 1-800-LAWYERS founder 
Bruce Davis (who also used to appear 
in the well-known commercials). He 
listed it back in 2011 for $12 million, and 
Greystone Development bought it five 
years later for the drastically reduced 
price of $4.94 million. Then a 14-unit 
co-op complex, Greystone had hopes to 
build as many as 13 condo units on the 
0.75-acre parcel, but when the Village of 
Sag Harbor issued denials, the company 
sold the property to Bialsky. 

The village wanted the development to 
be toned down and, while Bialsky pro- 
posed only three units, he still required 
variances to build 9.5 feet higher than 
allowed by code. In 2018, the village 
granted him the height variance (the 
buildings sit 44.5 feet tall) along with 
other variances, such as allowing a third 


story, according to The Sag Harbor Ex- 


press at the time. The three townhouses 
total 22,000 square feet. 

Around the same time, Bialsky went 
into contract with the Town of South- 
ampton to sell the neighboring parcels at 
1, 3. and 5 Ferry Road, where condo units 
were also proposed, for the waterfront 
park that was later named after John 
Steinbeck. The town bought the 1.25- 
acre property, on behalf of the village, 
for $10.5 million using the Peconic Bay 
Region Community Preservation Fund.

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William Ris Gallery Seeks Stolen Life-Stz

MARY CANTONE AND FRANCO CUTTICA AT HIS SCULPTURE’S 2019 UNVEILING 


BY OLIVER PETERSON 


Re owner of the North Fork’s William Ris Gal- 
lery in Jamesport, Mary Cantone, remains dev- 
astated as she continues an ever-widening search 
for a life-size horse sculpture stolen from her gallery 
some time between 8 p.m. on Monday, August 30 
and 9 a.m. on Tuesday, August 31. Made of charred 
driftwood, metal and plywood by artist Franco Cut- 
tica, and valued at $7,500, the horse weighs at least 
200 pounds by Cantone’s estimation. A $2,000 
communal table, weighing about 200 pounds and 
owned by LUMBER+Salt, was also taken from the 
adjacent Sherwood House Vineyards tasting room 
courtyard. 

Cantone is offering a reward to anyone with in- 
formation leading to the recovery of the sculpture 
or the identity of those who stole it. 

“It’s a shock, a huge disappointment to all of us, 
and there’s much more involved here than the value 
of that piece — that’s very, very important and not 
to be dismissed, but the fact that someone would 
do that is just heartbreaking,” Cantone says, clearly 
still smarting more than two weeks after losing the 
sculpture, which has been at the gallery since May 
of 2019, when she unveiled it at a special reception 
with the artist. 

The gallery owner explains that the crooks were 
almost certainly not opportunistic teens taking ad- 
vantage of a moment or playing a prank. “This was 
not easy to maneuver either, this was well planned

out, this thievery ... this took time and it was cal- 
culated,” Cantone says. The thieves did not use the 
front driveway of the gallery, but instead drove 
through a field to access the property in a clan- 
destine manner, under the cover of darkness, and 
pilfered the hefty, cumbersome.horse from within 
a glass-paned shed in back. They also grabbed the 
table, which was nearby. 

Local police responded to the theft, and Cantone

says “they were very interested,” but so far nothing 
has surfaced. They did, however, identify tracks in 
the field behind the gallery and discovered a hand 
truck the perpetrators must have used to move the 
sculpture and then abandoned in the field. “They 
had this very well organized and what's very scary 
is they had scoped this out,” Cantone adds, pointing 
out that people walk the grounds all the time to ad- 
mire the beauty there, and she never thought twice 
about it. Now, she’s left feeling suspicious, which 
demonstrates something else the thieves took — her 
trusting nature. 

Cantone could not say enough good things about 
the Cutticas, a local family of Argentinian artists 
based out of Flanders who have been very patient 
and supportive as she attempts to find Franco's 
sculpture. “They know that I’m working my hardest 
to get this located,” she says. “I just hope it hasn’t 
been destroyed, because where would they take 
this?” Surely a local person would report it if the 
horse was hanging around somewhere on the East 
End, the gallerist surmised, leading her to widen 
her search beyond Long Island and into other re- 
gions of New York as well as nearby states. 

So far, nothing has been discovered, but Cantone 
and her many friends and allies in the North Fork 
community are not giving up. “They can’t be al- 
lowed to get away with this,” she says, asking anyone

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Our Amazing History: Harold Fish’s Last Day

n the morning of what 

would be the last day of 
his life, stockbroker Harold 
Fish, age 47, woke, dressed 
in his suit and bowtie, looked 
out at Central Park from the 
window of his posh New York 
City apartment at 1150 Fifth Av- 
‘ enue and went to work downtown. 

At 3 p.m., as the boss of Reynolds & 
Fish, he left early to catch the Long Island 
Rail Road's 4:19 Shelter Island Express, 
a special Friday afternoon high-speed 
train pulled by two steam locomotives 
that would take him to Greenport in just 
two hours. From there, servants would 
meet him and drive him to his waterfront 
mansion in East Marion for a summer 
weekend with his family. 

It was. raining that day, August 13, 
1926 — Friday the 13th. And though the 
train was supposed to cruise along at 70 
miles per hour, on this day, because of the 
weather, it fell behind schedule. 

As the train passed Manorville at 5:35, 
however, the rain stopped. The engineer 
turned to his fireman and ordered more 


coal. He'd make up the time. 

Fish, seated in the luxurious par- 

lor car behind the two engines 

but in front of 10 regular pas- 
‘senger cars, did not feel the 
acceleration. 

In this lone parlor car, the 
walls were polished mahoga- 
ny, the ceiling carved with cher- 

ubs, the floor covered with Turkish 
carpets. Millionaires normally sat in the 
eight upholstered easy chairs in this car. 
But on this particular trip, Fish had the 
whole place to himself. 

With a snap of his fingers, he could 
order porters with white gloves to bring 
him his newspaper, a cigar, or a Scotch 
and soda, and make an adjustment to his 
lamp or the heavy curtains alongside the 
windows. The view outside was a blur of 
farmland and fields. Occasionally a track 
siding led out to a loading dock. There 
were vegetables, fish and other goods to 
be shipped west to New York in freight 
cars. Of course, the Shelter Island Special 
never took on commercial freight. 

Just past the Edwards Avenue crossing 
in Calverton, alongside the tracks, stood 
a two-story barn being used as a pickle

factory. Loads of locally grown cucum- 
bers arrived at the back door. Inside, huge 
barrels of salt, brine, pickles and spices 
sat on overhead rafters as workmen be- 
low pulled ropes, opening them briefly 
to send ingredients down chutes and into 
jars on conveyor belts as they passed. 
Toward the end, the men capped and 
labeled the jars, then loaded them into 
boxes and set them on the siding. Above, 
a 12-foot plywood sign in the shape of a 
pickle read “Golden’s.” 

Earlier that afternoon, because it was 
Friday and it was hot out, the foreman 
had sent the workers home at 4 p.m. 
Normally they worked until 6 o'clock. 
After they left, the foreman locked up and 
checked the metal railroad switch to see 
that trains would not be sent off onto their 
siding. He never noticed that a small bolt, 
holding a cotter pin in place, was loose. 

The first engine went straight, but its 
speed shook the nut off the cotter pin and 
caused the switch to change. The second 
engine lurched down the siding, pulling 
the first engine sideways and causing 
the second engine with the parlor car at- 
tached to climb the first engine and crash 
down into the barn, collapsing the struc-

ture inward. Fish was thrown up through 
a split in the parlor car's roof and back 
down onto the floor of the pickle works, 
where a mishmash of broken glass, brine, 
pickles, barrels and mostly salt covered 
him and suffocated him to death. 

The lead locomotive engineer and 
fireman as well as two young children 
and their mother died too in what would 
come to be called the Great Pickle Works 
Wreck. But the rest of the 337 passen- 
gers in the regular cars behind survived. 
Those cars never left the tracks. 

It took five days to clear the mess. An 
obituary in The New York Times ends 
with, “He inherited the ingratiating quali- 
ties which so distinguished his father, and 
the most heartfelt sympathies of a host of 
friends go out to his widow and young 
children.” 

He lies buried in Sterling Cemetery in 
Greenport.

Fisherman Tim Regan Casts His 
Drone Toward a New Career

, aaabbeni fishing guide, 
photographer and video blogger 
Tim Regan, aka South Fork Salt, has 
been gaining some serious attention 
for his incredible images of life on lo- 
cal waters. Just this summer, Regan 
blew the internet’s collective mind 
when he shared drone footage of four 
black tip sharks swimming through 
massive schools of menhaden, part- 
ing the fields of fish as they swam 
just offshore in Bridgehampton. The 
Instagram “Reels” videos went viral 
and reached millions of eyes, leading 
Regan to some incredible new oppor- 
tunities that could change the course 
of his life. 

He’s now well known for jaw-drop- 
ping images of whales, sharks, seals, 
sea birds and millions of fish perform- 
ing for the camera simply by taking 
part in the local food chain, feeding, 
breaching, flying and swimming as 
they hunt and eat, escape and frolic in 
a magnificent fashion few people have 
the pleasure of witnessing. 

Of course, things started much 
smaller for Regan. Years before he had 
a robust combined following of some 
20,000 on his @south_fork_ salt In- 
stagram account and South Fork Salt 
YouTube channel, he began humbly 
chronicling his fresh and saltwater 
fishing adventures at beautiful loca- 
tions around the Hamptons, from 
_ Montauk to Hampton Bays and be- 

yond. The videos were not as tightly 
produced as what he does now, and 
he hadn’t added a drone into the mix, 
but it was immediately apparent that 
Regan had something special.

them full time after college when he 
realized pursuing a career in finance 
was not making him happy. 

“I wasn’t digging the job, so I came 


out here. ... It was that summer when 
I picked up fishing,” Regan says, ex- 
plaining how he found his way to 
a more joyful life on the East End. 
“I love the ocean, so I wanted to be 
around it.” 

With his employer housing him 
steps from the water, Regan was able 
to dedicate himself wholeheartedly to 
fishing, which he admittedly picked 
up later than most. “One of my best 
friends and my boss were big into 
surfcasting,” he says. “My friends had 
always asked me to go, and then one 
day I just went, and since then I never 
stopped.” 

Regan learned quickly on his own 
before: going to other, more experi- 
enced fisherman to continue his edu- 
cation. He worked hard to become a 
licensed fishing guide and stand-up 
paddle instructor through the club 
and, later, a private guide for indi- 
viduals and groups. He’s improved his 
photography in much the same way. 
As the popularity of Regan’s work 
grows, and new opportunities come, 
he’s sought more formal training via 
reading, instructional videos and ad- 
vice from professionals in his life. He’s 
also learned the laws about how close 
one can get to various animals, and 
stresses the importance of respecting 
them. 

But adding the drone to his toolkit 
about three years ago was the moment 
everything changed. He doesn’t have 
a boat and shoots almost all his videos 
from the shore, but Regan says there’s 
no shortage of amazing scenes just . 
100 feet from the beach (his drone can 
go a mile offshore without issue).

water. “I just go out there, fly around 
and look for bunker schools that look 
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different or nervous. Typically, when I 
find the biggest schools and the dark- 
est schools, that’s where the action is 
going to be for the most part. And this 
year, the sharks happened to show up. 
It’s crazy.” 

Without the popularity of his drone 
videos on social media, Regan says 
he may not have started receiving re- 
quests for private lessons and all the 
other things coming his way, includ- 
ing writing a weekly fishing report for 
On the Water magazine for the last 
three or four years — simply because 
the editors liked his Instagram cap- 
tions — and providing footage for an 
upcoming project airing on Netflix. 
“Instagram is insane,” he marvels.

His love of fishing — especially 
fly fishing — hasn't diminished, 
but Regan says his true passion is 
now observing and recording local 
wildlife, and making an empathic 
connection where he can often tele- 
graph the animals’ movements and 
understand them on a deeper level. 

“Fishing was definitely THE pas- 
sion. There were some years back 
when I just had an epiphany, where it 
was like, yeah, fishing is what I need 
to do and I need to do it every day, 
and I need to get as good at it as I can 
be at it,” Regan recalls. “And then I 
started making the videos because I 
was seeing so much cool stuff ... if I 
didn’t have videos of it, I don’t know if

people would believe that there were 
hundreds of sharks out here this sum- 
mer, or that the whales are breaching 
50 feet from shore.” 
Regan equates fishing with a 
“great puzzle” or mystery that in- 
spires him to figure out why these 
creatures do what they do. And he 
became quite good at it: But making 
videos puts him into a “zone” where 
he truly feels connected to his sub- 
jects. “It makes me really happy,” he 
says. “It’s so easy out here because

there is so much natural beauty 
around us.” 

With professional jobs in the 
works and his future looking bright- 
er than ever, Regan is taking steps 
to begin the next phase of his life on 
the water. He’s bought a broadcast- 
quality drone and is learning ev- 
erything he can to take a shot at a 
new career. And, of course, he’s still 
enjoying the heck out of finding and 
catching that next fascinating mon- 
ster fish with both hook and lens.

Prevent Growth of Mold/Mildew 
in Colder Months 


M old and mildew are not only un- 
sightly, they are unhealthy. 

- These fungi grow readily in 
damp areas and are found in the air 
breathed both indoors and outside. If 
left unaddressed, mold and mildew 
can threaten the health of a home’s 
inhabitants.

Reduce moisture and humidity by 
ensuring sufficient air circulation in 
rooms, particularly bathrooms and 
kitchens. An exhaust fan will help re- 
move moisture quickly. 

Fabrics covered in mildew that can 


be laundered should be carefully re- 
moved and washed in chlorine bleach 
and hot water. An oxygen bleach prod- 
uct can also be effective. 

Invest in a dehumidifier that can 
reduce moisture in the home in prob- 
lem areas, such as damp basements or 
garages. 

Fix plumbing leaks as soon as 
possible. 

Remove damp leaves and snow 
from areas around the foundation of 
the home. Ensure that gutters and 
downspouts are clear of debris and 
can shuttle water away from the house 
effectively. 

Replace cracked or defective mortar 


in basements. 

Make sure all seals on windows 
and doors are not compromised and 
are in good working condition. 

Be sure an HVAC in-line humidi- 
fier is adjusted to the right setting 
and isn’t pumping too much mois- 
ture into the heated air; otherwise, 
the added humidity can -contribute 
to mold. 

If there is a flood or water infil- 
trates a home in other ways, hire a 
professional service to help clean 
and dry the home effectively. Mold 
and mildew are problematic, but with 
diligence they can be kept at bay.

From the City to Sag Harbor: 


Ed’s Lobster Bar Is Here to Stay 


BY TODD SHAPIRO 


f you ask Ed McFarland his favorite way to 

prepare and enjoy a lobster, he keeps it old 
school. “Steamed, out of the shell, with nothing on 
pe 

His opinion matters. As the owner of Ed’s Lob- 
ster Bar, with locations in New York City and Sag 
Harbor, he has served thousands of lobsters to his 
customers since 2007 and has brought his love and 
respect for the fruits of the seas to his approach of 
running his business. 

“We respect the fishing industry,” says McFar- 
land. “We don’t buy oysters or scallops that have 
been dredged. I want to be aware of sustaining the 
industry.” 

Ending his third year in operation in Sag Harbor, 
McFarland has a new perspective, ideas and a re- 
cently-opened New York City location on his mind. 
This year, he had to roll up his sleeves and jump be- 
hind the line in the kitchen again to fill the gaping 
void left by the worker shortage in the industry. As 
the owner of the business, he has primarily focused 
on promoting his restaurants in recent years and 
navigating the ever-changing costs of the seafood 
industry. 

“Most of the time, I am teaching our process, 
testing new recipes and running the operation,” 
says McFarland. “This summer, I very much got 
my hands involved and learned a lot about my 
business.” 

He is no stranger to the kitchen. McFarland has 
worked in restaurants for three decades. As his 
love of the business grew, he decided to go for some 
formal training and attended the French Culinary 
Institute, leaving the school in 1995 and starting a 
new career phase. 

“That is when I began my experiences in high- 
end dining,” says McFarland. But early on, he 
had his sights set on opening his own place 
one day and decided that he would focus on 
seafood. 

“My last job working for someone else 
was at the Pearl Oyster Bar. That is 
where I became sure that I would start 
my own business,” he says. 

McFarland began the process of 
raising capital for his venture. He 
put in his own money and took on 
two partners to open Ed’s Lobster 
Bar at 222 Lafayette Street in down- 
town Manhattan. The restaurant 
was well-known and operated in that 
space until just one week ago when it 
officially moved to 155 Grand Street. 
He no longer has partners in his 
NYC location, having bought them 
out a few years ago.

Several factors precipitated the move. After 
failing to secure a decrease in his lease, which he 
sought due to the COVID pandemic and a massive 
loss of business, McFarland was unable to negoti- 
ate new terms with his landlord. After an amicable 
decision to separate from his landlord, he found a 
new home for Ed’s Lobster Bar, which is more suited 
to the current COVID-related restrictions on dining 
that have been imposed by New York City. 

“We remained in business during the pandemic. 
We quickly switched over to a focus on takeout and 
then providing outdoor dining,” says McFarland. “It 
was not an easy process, but we survived.” 

The new Grand Street location has additional out- 
door seating, critical since city restaurants do not 
permit indoor dining without a customer provid- 
ing proof of vaccination. In addition, the increase 
in outdoor dining provides unvaccinated diners the 
opportunity to come to the restaurant. 

The new restrictions have put the industry in a 
challenging position, 

McFarland says. 
“We didnt ex- 
pect to have to 
police and en- 
force the city’s 
Tules.” 

Patrons 
are asked to 
provide their 
vaccination 
cards. There is 
no data collected, 
no checks per- 
formed.

Despite the difficulty, McFarland understands he 
must abide by the regulations and makes sure his 
staff follows the rules of the letter. 

However, the Sag Harbor location does not have 
the same restrictions and sees a lot more families 
dining than the New York City Ed’s Lobster Bar. 

“It’s not just a table of Wall Street people dropping 
$5,000 on a meal. Families come to the restaurant _ 
in Sag Harbor much more often,” says McFarland. 

One of the most difficult challenges has been the 
constant change in food and service costs through- 
out the pandemic. The entire supply chain has been 
impacted, and prices at his restaurants have been 
affected, as well. . 

“My restaurants aren’t cheap, but that is because 
the food prices have skyrocketed,” says McFarland. 
“We have seen lobster prices change from $6 to $7, 
per pound last year to $9 to $11 per pound this year. 
That is a tremendous increase.” 

Customers do want to know why prices have in- 
creased, or perhaps portions have decreased. But, 
regardless of the cost, McFarland says he will never 
compromise the quality of his food. 

McFarland likes to have a cocktail at the Corner 
Bar in Sag Harbor when he is out east. “A Ketel 
One Moscow Mule is my go-to cocktail,” he says. 
Hanging out in a local place like the Corner Bar has 
helped him meet many people and become known 
in the community. He also frequents Bell & Anchor 
on Noyac Road in Sag Harbor and La Hacienda in 
Southampton for tacos. 

As the summer ends, Mcfarland says he has seen 
a difference in the number of people beginning to 
return to New York City. Last year, the East End re- 

mained vibrant after the summer season, but in 
2021 it is starting to feel like the off-season 
again. 

“New York City is improving, but it has 

a long way to go,” he says. “It is gradually 

picking up, but we are nowhere near 
where we once were.” 

With the recent lift of travel bans, 
McFarland says the return of Eu- 

ropean tourists will be a game- 

changer. “They are the lifeblood 
of the industry, and until tour- 
ism returns, we will not see real 
improvement.” 

But in the meantime, Ed’s Lob- 
ster Bar will remain a downtown 
and East End staple. 

“T love the business, and we have 
a lot of pride in our restaurants,” 
says McFarland. “And while everyone 
is talking about ‘coming back,’ we never 
left.”
